three to seven or eight In a thousand. 
the gain In Industrial wellheing and 
domestic 
happiness which such a 


change Implies Is quite Incnlctiable. 
If a city has 300.000 people, and In 
one year tlie JON* of life Is. say, five 
Jess per thousand tljiin It was a few 
years previous, It meat)" that there 
are 1SOO people living at tu« end 
ot 
the Jatter twelve months who would 
.have died If the conditions of the for- 
jnef year hud obtained; or, in other 
•words, that In more than a thousand 
homes death has been prevented from 
entering In and destroying family hap- 
piness by removing one or another of 
the members of the family circle. Con- 
sidered also on the basis of Indus- 
trial conditions. If the members, of a 
Community can live rulatlviily henlthy 
lives, as ft low death rate may inip'y. 
the productive power Is exceedingly 
great, for as a rule does a hlnh death 
rate cause a sad. because unless, mor- 
tality. but also leans to the Inference 
of a great amount of sickness which 
has not ended latally, but has been 
of sulflclent moment to s»rve as a 
(letprrlent to customary productive ac- 
Tlvltv. 


According to this reporl what over 
the death rates have been lessened 
credit Is given largely to the letter- 
Ing of sanitary conditions, such as Im- 
proved paving of streets, sewerage, 
purer water supply, disinfecting build- 
up", etc.

' In Wisconsin we have a fairly heal- 
thy people, yet with all tho precau- 
tions used we Imvo a too high death 
rate, more especially of infants and 
those In mldle walks of life, or those 
•whose ages are between nfteen and 
forty years. 
In order to lessen the 


Intantlle mortality we need greater 
care In their feeding and In seeing 
to It that they are supplied pure air 
to breath. 
At this season of the year 


many helpless little ones succumb to 
the ravages of Cholera 
Infantum 


•whose lives might bo saved by a wis- 
er method of feeding and almost con- 
stant out of door life, kept perfectly 
iiulet In their baby carts and 
car- 
riages. 
We know from actual ex- 


perience that the death rate from Tu- 
berculosis. Consumption 
can 
be 


greatly reduced by wise use of climat- 
ic changes and environments. 
Open 


air combined with wise 
Industrial 


measures and proper feeding and rest 
•will save each year to this Common- 
•wealth more than six hundred lives 
from the present mortality caused by 
the great "White Plague." Seventy- 
five per cent, of the victims of this 
one disease are those whose 
lives 


have the largest value to the upbuild- 
ing and perpetuating the prosperity of 
tho state.
